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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Founding    and    Control. 

Cooper  College  is  under  the  care  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  church.  It  was  founded  in  1887.  Its 
immediate  control  is  vested  in  the  College  Senate,  consisting  of 
Directors  and  a  Board  of  Trustees  who  are  elected  by  the  Synod. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  of  its  denominational  control,  equal  priv- 
ileges  are   accorded   to   all  whatever  their  church  relationship. 

Purpose. 

The  aim  in  founding  the  institution  was  to  provide  for  the 
young  people  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  state  a  thorough  Chris- 
tian education.  True  to  this  ideal  the  college  has  emphasized 
two  things:  sturdy  intellectual  attainments  and  stalwart  charac- 
ter. To  acquire  these  has  been  and  is  the  great  desideratum 
placed  before  student  and  teacher.  As  an  indispensable  aid  Bib- 
lical study  is  accorded  an  important  place  in  the  curriculum.  It 
is  the  deliberate  intent  of  the  instructors  to  inspire  faith  in  Scrip- 
ture on  the  part  of  every  student,  and  to  point  the  way  to  active 
Christian   service   in  a  fitting  field. 

Location. 

Sterling,  the  seat  of  Cooper  College,  is  in  many  respects  well- 
nigh  ideal  as  a  college  town.  With  a  population  of  2300  and  with 
such  business  enterprises  as  legitimately  belong  to  a  city  of  that 
size,  it  is  not  so  commercial  in  aspect  as  to  make  the  affairs  of 
the  college  a  side  issue.  Indeed,  Cooper  College  is  the  leading 
"industry"   of  the  town. 

The  population  is  of  such  a  class  as  naturally  gravitate  to- 
ward an  educational  centre.  Intelligence,  industry,  sobriety,  these 
terms    summarize    the    mental  and  moral  thrift  of  the  community. 

Sterling  has  no  saloons,  and  is  singularly  free  from  vicious 
resorts  of  every  kind.   The  health  conditions  also  attract  not  a  few. 

Past   Growth. 

The  excellent  work  done  by  the  college  has  given  it  a  reputa- 
tion for  thoroughness  and  efficiency.  The  ability  of  graduates  to 
"make  good,"  as  frequently  commented  on  by  professors  at  the 
State  University  and  other  institutions,  is  the  best  advertisement 
the  college  can  have. 

The  first  president  was  Rev.  F.  M.  Spencer,  D.  D.,  who  gave 
twenty  years  of  untiring  and  fruitful  labor  for  the  good  of  the 
institution.  Dr.  Spencer  resigned  in  June,  1909.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  employed  as  special  field  agent,  his  endeavor  being 
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to    enlarge    the    endowment.      For  information  concerning  this  work 
see    under   heading    Greater    Cooper. 

Present  Administration 

At  a  called  meeting  August  30,  1909,  the  College  Senate  elect- 
ed as  president  Rev.  R.  T.  Campbell,  D.  D.,  president  of  Amity 
College.  President  Campbell  accepted  the  position  but  continued 
to  serve  Amity  College  until  May  10,  1910,  at  which  time  he  as- 
sumed charge  at  Cooper.  For  the  year  1909-1910  Professor  Talmon 
Bell,    Vice    President,    was    made  Acting  President. 

Standardization 

A  college  must  measure  up  to  standards  set  by  the  education- 
al arbiters  of  our  day.  A  tremendous  pressure  comes  from  the  va- 
rious forms  of  standardization  now  in  effect.  State  and  National  or- 
ganizations, as  well  as  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  are  demanding 
that  certain  conditions  be  met  before  certain  benefits  can  be  enjoy- 
ed. The  denominational  colleges  of  Kansas  have  agreed  upon  a 
basis  of  standardization. 

This   basis   includes   eight  points,  as  follows: 

(1.)  The  number  of  class  hours  per  week  must  not  exceed  20 
for  both  teacher  and  student. 

(2.)  The  faculty  members  must  be  college  graduates  who 
have  done  at  least  the  equivalent  of  M.  A.  work. 

(3.)  Library  must  consist  of  at  least  5,000  bound  volumes  se- 
lected  with   reference   to    college  subjects. 

(4.)  Laboratory  equipment  must  be  worth  not  less  than  $5,000 
distributed  between  the  chemical,  physical  and  biological  depart- 
ments. 

(5.)  There  must  be  $200,000  endowment  or  $10,000  income  per 
year  exclusive  of  tuition. 

(6.)  The  average  salary  of  the  heads  of  departments  must  be 
at  least  $1,000.     (This  is  exclusive  of  the  President.) 

(7.)     The  college  must  maintain  at  least  seven  chairs. 

(8.)  Those  who  graduate  must  have  four  years  preparatory 
and  four  years  college  work,  the  latter  aggregating  120  hours,  and 
be  qualified  to  enter  the  graduate  department  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity. 

The  College  Senate  at  its  meeting  June,  1909,  endorsed  the 
standardization  project  and  unanimously  voted  to  bring  Cooper  ful- 
ly up  to  the  standard  in  these  eight  points. 

Greater  Cooper 

Dr.  Spencer,  as  Field  Agent  of  Cooper  College,  has  raised 
about    $15,000    in    money    and  notes  to  apply  on  the  Carnegie  propo- 
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sition.  Mr.  Carnegie  promised  $20,000  to  Cooper  on  condition  that 
.$60,000  be  raised  for  the  endowment.  It  is  of  vital  importance  that 
the  entire  amount  be  raised  as  soon  as  possible.  At  this  date, 
there  are  about  $20,000  to  be  raised. 

A  circular  is  being  sent  out  to  all  the  members  of  the  Synod 
of  Kansas  asking  the  Synod  to  raise  the  one-half  of  what  is  lack- 
ing. This  will  require  about  two  dollars,  or  an  average  of  two  dol- 
lars, from  every  member  of  the  Synod.  The  amount  is  ridiculously 
small  when  the  importance  of  the  work  is  considered. 

The  plan  to  raise  the  other  $10,000  from  a  few  friends  and  in 
a  round-up  in  Sterling  and  vicinity.  It  is  believed  that  this  can  be 
done  although  over  one-half  of  the  $15,000  raised  since  last  July 
have  been  raised  in  Sterling.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  people 
of  Sterling  have  never  manifested  so  much  interest  in  Cooper  as 
they  do  now,  and  have  never  been  so  willing  to  contribute. 

It  is  possible  to  have  the  Carnegie  deal  closed  by  the  time  of 
Dr.  Campbell's  inauguration  in  October.  However,  this  can  only 
be  done  by  a  general,  united,  whole  hearted  movement  all  along 
the  line.  It  will  take  all  friends  of  Cooper  pulling  together  to 
do  this. 

Humanly  speaking,  nothing  could  be  done  that  would  do  more 
to  inspire  the  President,  the  Faculty,  and  the  entire  Synod  with 
new  life  than  the  completion  of  this  work.  "God  helps  those  who 
help    themselves." 

How  many  are  there  who  wish  to  take  part  in  this  work  and 
are    willing   to   make    real    sacrifices  in  order  to  do  so? 


EQUIPMENT 


GROUNDS    AND    BUILDINGS. 

The  main  building  has  in  recent  years  been  made  entirely 
modern.  It  is  noteworthily  so  in  the  matters  of  heating,  lighting 
and  fire  appliances.  The  dimensions  of  this  building  are  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  by  fifty  feet,  three  stories  in  height.  The  chap- 
el will  accommodate  300  persons.  There  are  twenty-one  other 
rooms    in   the    building    adapted  for  various  purposes. 

Ladles'  Hall. 

This  is  a  three  story  frame  structure  accommodating  about 
twenty  students.  It  has  elegant  double  parlors  for  the  use  and 
convenience  of  students,  a  matron's   parlor,   ten   students'     rooms, 
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large  dining  room,  toilet  room,  pantry  and  kitchen.  The  rooms 
are  unusually  large  and  are  furnished  with  hed,  tahle,  dresser,  com- 
mode, chairs,  rockers,  rug  and  window  shades.  Students  must  fur- 
nish sheets,  pillow  slips,  towels,  napkins,  etc.  Picture  moulding  is 
in  each  room,  and  all  pictures  must  be  hung  from  this  moulding; 
no  nails  nor  tacks  can  be  driven  into  the  walls.  The  building  is 
heated  with  hot  water  and  lighted  with  electricity.  There  is  hot 
and    cold   water   bath,    and    city  water  on  each  floor. 

College  Campus 

The  College  Campus  whereon  the  main  building  stands  is 
about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  business  part  of  town.  It 
contains  ten  acres  of  ground  and  is  beautified  with  numerous 
trees.  Cement  walk  has  been  laid  for  two  blocks  south  of  the 
campus  on  the  west  side  of  Broadway,  and  sidewalk  of  brick  and 
cement  on  the  east  side.  The  class  of  1908  placed  a  five-foot 
cement  walk  on  the  campus  from  the  southeast  corner  to  the 
main  entrance  of  the  building. 

McCracken  Field. 

The  athletic  ground  known  by  this  name  is  immediately  north 
of  the  main  building.  A  quarter-mile  track  has  been  graded  and 
a  new  grand  stand  built. 

Art  Studio. 

The  Art  Studio  is  on  Seventh  Street.  It  is  a  building  devoted 
solely   to   art,   and   is   equipped  after  the  fashion  of  modern  studios. 

Music  Studios 

In  addition  to  a  music  studio  in  the  college  building,  there 
has  been  maintained  a  down  town  studio  for  the  convenience  of 
local  patrons. 

LABORATORIES   AND    INSTRUMENTS. 

The  Chemical  and  Biological  Laboratories  are  large  and  con- 
veniently arranged,  furnished  with  city  water,  and  new  desks  and 
tables  for  individual  use  in  experimenting.  Cases  and  shelves  are 
fitted  up  with  a  complete  line  of  chemicals  and  reagents,  glass- 
ware, crucibles,  electrolytic  apparatus,  blow  pipes,  thermometers, 
hydrometers,  balances,  etc.,  sufficient  for  thorough,  general  and 
analytical   courses. 

Physical  Laboratory. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  has  individual  desks  for  experimental 
work,  and  large  glass  cases  for  storing  instruments  and  apparat- 
us. The  apparatus  includes  a  Holtz  electric  machine,  and  X-ray 
outfit,   a    Colt   stereopticon,   induction     coils,     motor,  galvanoscope, 
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Jolly  balance,  spectroscope,  etc.  The  laboratory  work  this  year 
has  included  a  good  representative  line  of  experiments  in  general 
Physics. 

Apparatus  for  the  working  of  fifty  experiments  in  General  Phy- 
sics is  on  hand.  Particular  mention  may  be  made  of  a  Boyle's 
law  apparatus,  voltmeter,  a  Westphal  balance,  a  new  sensitive 
analytical  balance,  an  improved  siphon  barometer  and  much  glass- 
ware imported  for  the  Chemistry  Department.  Also  a  gas  ma- 
chine has  been  put  in  to  supply  each  desk  with  gas,  and  Bunsen 
burners  blast  lamp,  and  high  power  boiling  burner,  air-exhaust  fil- 
ter  pump   and   drying  oven   have  been  added. 

Biological  Laboratory 

The  Biological  Laboratory  is  well  supplied  for  both  preparatory 
and  advanced  work.  The  college  has  good  compound  micro- 
scopes, physiological  apparatus,  hand  lense  and  dissecting  tools, 
as  well  as  the  usual  chemical  reagents.  Hand  and  sliding  micro- 
tomes and  a  camera  lucida  add  much  to  the  value  of  the  equip- 
ment. The  laboratory  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus  for  exper- 
imental work  in  Physiology,  including  circulation  scheme,  respira- 
tion scheme,  artificial  eye,  optical  lantern,  kymograph,  Marey  tam- 
bour, sphygmograph  tambour,  stethoscope,  rocking  key,  interrup- 
ter, leveling  table,  moist  chamber,  heart  lever,  muscle  lever,  ar- 
tery clamp,  muscle  clamp,  bone  saw,  tissue  forceps,  centrifuge, 
dialysers,  and  many  poisons  and  other  chemicals  for  the  physio- 
logical laboratory. 

MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  material  illus- 
trative of  the  natural  sciences.  Specimens  of  minerals  and  rocks 
from  many  localities  are  included  in  the  geological  collection; 
each  geologic  age  being  represented.  Kansas  and  Colorado  are 
well  represented.  All  sections  of  our  state  furnish  specimens  of 
rocks  and  fossils.  Through  the  gift  of  Rev.  John  P.  White,  of  To- 
peka,  Kansas,  a  former  missionary  to  Egypt,  the  college  poss- 
esses a  very  valuable  geological  collection  from  Egypt  and  the 
Hold  Land.  A  collection  illustrative  of  Egyptian  life  is  access- 
ible  through   the   kindness   of  Mr.  A.  G.  Smith. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  T.  McLaughlin,  our  missionaries  to  the  Su- 
dan, have  recently  presented  to  Cooper  valuable  curios  from  that 
field,  estimated  to  be  worth  from   five   to    seven   hundred   dollars. 

A  large  number  of  geological  and  mineralogical  specimens 
are  on  hand. 

The  zoological  specimens  include  collections  illustrative  of  ma- 
rine invertebrate  life,  birds'eggs  and  bird  and  mammalian  life  of 
Kansas.     The   flora   of  Rice   County  is  illustrated  by  botanical  spe- 
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cimens.  Mounted  specimens  from  other  localities  are  also  in  the 
collection.  It  is  the  aim  to  make  the  Museum  not  merely  a  collec- 
tion of  curiosities,  but  an  important  factor  in  advancing  the  sci- 
entific work  of  the  students. 


LIBRARY. 

The  library  contains  some  5,000  catalogued  books  and  pamph- 
lets and  many  unbound  magazines.  Three  general  encyclopedias 
are  accessible  to  the  students  and  an  encyclopedia  of  history.  Three 
full  catalogues — accession,  author  and  title — are  kept,  and  in  ad- 
dition, a  card  catalogue  by  author  and  title  has  been  prepared,  and 
in  part  a  "special  subject"  card  catalogue.  New  cards  and  sub- 
jects are  being  constantly  added.  The  Smithsonian  reports  and 
other  volumes  in  science  have  especially  been  made  accessible 
in  this  last  catalogue  and  a  considerable  amount  of  magazine  lit- 
erature has  been  topically  arranged. 

Many  books  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  The  college 
possesses  nearly  a  complete  set  of  the  official  state  publications 
of  Kansas.  Through  the  library  fee  provision  is  made  for  con- 
stant additions  of  current  literature  and  special  scientific  and 
departmental    publications. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Representative  Madison,  Cooper  Li- 
brary has  been  made  a  depository  for  all  governmental  publica- 
tions. 

A  missionary  library  case  has  been  placed  in  the  library  by 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  containing  volumes  of 
the  best   missionary  literature. 

Through  the  kindness  of  publishers  and  others  or  by  sub- 
scription, the  reading  tables  have  been  supplied  with  a  number  of 
magazines  and  other  periodicals.  Among  them  have  been  the  fol- 
lowing: Review  of  Reviews,  World's  Work,  American,  McClure's, 
Everybody's,  Success,  Delineator,  Century,  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
Collier's,  Scientific  American,  United  Presbyterian,  Christian  In- 
structor, Presbyterian,  Western  School  Journal,  Hutchinson  News, 
Inter-State  Schoolman,  Lyons  Republican,  Lyons  Eagle,  Central 
Kansas  Democrat,  Barton  County  Democrat,  Sterling  Journal,  Chris- 
tian Statesman,  American  Economist,  Advocate  of  Peace,  Our 
Dumb  Animals,  The  Musician,  Human  Life,  The  Outlook,  The 
Etude,   The  Literary  Digest,  Liberty,  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Monthly. 

Special  credit  is  due  to  J.  E.  Junkin,  publisher  of  the  Sterling 
Bulletin,    for    contributions    of  magazines  and  other  periodicals. 

The  high  school  and  college  publications  received  by  the  Coop- 
er Courier  have  also  been  placed  on  the  reading  table  by  the  edi- 
tors. 
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COLLEGE  ORGANIZATIONS 


Christian    Associations 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition. Several  strong  addresses  have  been  given  to  these  Asso- 
ciations during  the  past  year.  The  usual  weekly  devotional  meet- 
ings have  been  held  and  regular  classes  are  maintained  in  Bible 
Study  and  Mission  Study.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  organized  a  Gospel 
Team  for  evangelistic  effort.  The  Associations  publish  a  year  book 
which  will  be  sent  on  request  to  prospective  students. 

Comparatively  few  students  remain  outside  of  active  member- 
ship and  all  feel  the  uplifting  influence  of  these  Associations. 

Literary  Societies. 

Vhe  literary  societies  are  two,  the  Chrestomatheon  and  the 
Theomoron.  These  societies  meet  weekly  in  their  own  halls 
which  are  appropriately  furnished.  Their  programs  consist  of  rec- 
itations, essays,  orations,  debates  and  impromptu  speeches.  Se- 
riousness of  purpose  and  literary  excellence  characterize  the  work 
of  these  societies. 

Oratorical    Association. 

This  organization  embraces  the  entire  student  body  and  has 
charge  of  contests  with  other  institutions  in  literary  work.  For 
the  coming  year  several  debates  are  in  prospect.  Those  who  rep- 
resent the  college  are  chosen  in  a  preliminary  in  which  any  one 
may  enter,  thus  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
talent. 

Athletic  Association. 

Cooper  College  is  a  member  of  the  State  Athletic  Conference. 
By  virtue  of  the  payment  of  an  athletic  fee,  collected  with  tuition, 
each  student  becomes  a  member  of  the  Athletic  Association.  This 
organization  elects  its  own  officers  and  the  managers  of  the  teams 
in  base  ball,  foot  ball,  basket  ball  and  track  work. 

The  Athletic  Board. 

The  Athletic  Board  is  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Athlet- 
ic Association  and  two  faculty  members  and  one  trustee.  This 
Board  has  immediate  oversight  of  athletic  interests  and  passes  up- 
on all  items  of  financial  import. 

The  Students  Paper. 

The  Cooper  Courier  is  a  monthly  journal  of  college  life  is- 
sued  by   the   students.     The   editorial    staff     is    elected      annually. 
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This  staff  for  the  past  year  has  been  constituted  as  follows:  Ed- 
itor-in-Chief, Pearl  Adams;  Literary  Editor,  Howard  Sturgeon;  Lo- 
cal Editor,  Will  Adair;  Athletic  Editor,  Guy  VanPatten;  Alumni 
Editor,  Grace  Lindsay;  Exchange  Editor,  Zillah  Hawthorne;  Busi- 
ness   Manager,    Myndert    VanPatten. 

Alumni  Association 

The  Alumni  meet  annually  and  nominate  two  of  their  number 
as  members  of  the  Senate.  The  support  of  the  Alumni  is  a  most 
encouraging     feature     and   prophesies  a  large  future  for  Cooper. 


EVENTS  IN  RETROSPECT 


Inter-Society  Contest. 

The  annual  contest  between  the  literary  societies  was  held 
December  16,  1909. 

The  Theomoron  Society  was  represented  by  Glenn  Davis,  ora- 
tor; Zillah  Hawthorne,  essayist;  Libbie  Gault,  declaimer;  Pearl 
Adams   and   Ernest   Tippin,   debaters. 

Those  representing  the  Chrestomatheon  Society  were  Charles 
Wilson,  orator;  Lulu  Nickel,  essayist;  Amy  Brown,  declaimer;  Myn- 
dert VanPatten  and  William  Adair,  debaters. 

Deputation    Representing    the    Seminaries. 

The  visit  of  a  deputation  presenting  the  claims  of  the  gospel 
ministry  was  one  of  the  good  things  of  the  year.  The  speakers 
were  Rev.  James  White,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  R.  Rotzler,  and  Rev.  A.  W. 
Blackwood. 

Other  effective  speakers  on  religious  themes  visited  the  college 
during  the  year.  The  series  of  addresses  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Anderson 
is  particularly  worthy  of  mention. 

Debate  with  Emporia  College 

The  second  debate  with -Emporia  College  was  held  March  4,  1910. 
The  question  discussed  was  as  follows:  "Resolved,  that  there  should 
be  a  federal  progressive  inheritance  tax,  its  constitutionality  being 
conceded."  Cooper  supported  the  negative,  being  represented  by 
Mr.  J.  Howard  Sturgeon  and  Miss  Belle  Edgar.  The  decision  of 
the  judges  was  two  to  one  in  favor  of  the  negative.  This  is  the 
second  victory  in  debating  with  Emporia,  and  is  the  eighth  victory 
out  of  nine  inter-collegiate  debates. 
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Bible  Reading  Contest 

The  eighth  of  the  contests  in  Bible  Reading  founded  and  sus- 
tained by  Mr.  J.  P.  Tracy  of  Detroit  was  held  May  30,  1910.  There 
were  eight  participants.  Awards  were  made  to  Gertrude  Turner, 
James   Wilson  and   Golden   Smith. 

Interscholastic  Track  Meet 

The  Fifth  Annual  Central  Kansas  Interscholastic  Track  Meet 
was  held  May  14,  1910.  These  meets  are  held  each  year  under  the 
auspices  of  the  college.  This  year's  meet  was  participated  in  by  a 
larger   number   of     schools    than  any  previous  meet^

A  conservative  estimate  of  all  expenses  on  the  self-boarding 
plan  for  a  year  would  be  $125. 

A  moderate  estimate  on  the  private  boarding  plan  would  be

$225. 

The  College  makes  every  effort  to  keep  expenses  down  to  the 
minimum,  consistent  with  good  health  and  best  working  power  of 
students,   and   the   students   join  heartily  in  this  effort. 

The  estimates  do  not  include  clothing,  traveling  nor  private 
personal  expenses.  These  are  largely  dependent  on  the  student's 
personal  tastes   and  habits. 

There  are  few  places  Where  the  total  expenses  are  less  than 
they  are  in  Sterling. 

Self  Help. 

A  large  number  of  Cooper  students  are  self  supporting  and  the 
College  is  always  glad  to  aid  in  securing  employment.  Young  men 
can  get  work  almost  every  Saturday.  A  few  obtain  board  and 
room  for  work  in  homes;  others  secure  the  care  of  furnaces.  Many 
earn  enough  in  the  summer  vacation  to  keep  themselves  in  school 
for  the  year.  Others  pay  all  expenses  by  the  work  obtained 
during  the  year. 

Scholarships. 

Free  scholarships  are  offered  to  graduates,  class  of  1910,  of 
any  accredited  high  schools  as  follows: 

To  the  student  taking  first  rank,  a  scholarship  for  one  year;  to 
the  student  taking  second  rank,  a  scholarship  for  one  semester. 

The  late  Wm.  MoCracken,  of  Sunnydale,  Kansas,  founded  schol- 
arships which  provide  tuition  and  fees  and  some  other  expenses 
for  young  people  of  the  Indian  and  Negro  races. 

Further  information  concerning  these  will,  be  furnished  on  re- 
quest. 
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REGULATIONS 


Admission. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment on  registering  and  filling  out  the  enrollment  blank  fur- 
nished them. 


Advanced  Standing. 

Students  are  required  to  produce  a  certificate  from  a  recogniz- 
ed High  School  or  College,  or  pass  an  examination  on  preceding  sub- 
jects of  the  course. 

Registration. 

Each  student  is  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester,  giving  such  information  concerning  himself  and  the  work 
desired,  as  the  faculty  may  request.  No  student  is  entitled  to  any 
credits  until  he  has  registered. 

Reports 

Grades  are  made  up  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  At  the 
close  of  each  semester  a  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
grades  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Absences. 

Students  are  required  to  make  up  the  work  of  recitations  from 
which  they  have  been  absent  by  written  test  or  special  recitation 
within  a  week  of  the  date  of  absence.  TJnexcused  absences  will  di- 
minish credit  for  course  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  recita- 
tions scheduled  for  that  course.  Twenty  absences  deduct  one  hour. 
If  absences  occur  in  more  than  one  subject,  they  will  be  added  to- 
gether, and  the  course,  or  courses,  from  which  credit  is  deducted 
determined  by  the  Faculty. 

Five  tardy  marks  are  reckoned  equal  to  one  absence.  Each 
unexcused  absence  reduces  final  grade  one  per  cent.  Special  tu- 
tors chosen  by  the  faculty  and  paid  by  the  student  will  be  em- 
ployed for  those  making  up  work. 

Number  of  Subjects. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
four  daily  subjects  in  the  Preparatory   Department,   or   more   than

eighteen  hours  in  the  College  Department  at  one  time  except  by 
the  vote  of  the  Faculty.  Review  subjects  and  preparatory  work 
when  taken  by  collegiate  students  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fac- 
ulty be  estimated  at  one-half  their  hour  value  in  the  application  of 
above  rule. 


Order  of  Subjects. 

Students  may  choose  subjects  not  in  the  regular  order  of  their 
courses  only  by  permission.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  a 
class,  having  once  enrolled,  without  consent  of  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment affected  and  concurrence  of  the  committee  on  registra- 
tion. 


Laboratory  Work. 

Each  Chemistry  student  is  required  to  have  an  apron,  towel, 
piece  of  clean  cloth,  sponge  and  soap.  The  apron  may  be  plain- 
denim,  should  be  long,  with  fixed  strap  for  neck  and  button  strap 
for  waist. 


Examinations. 

Examinations  are  held  upon  the  completion  of  a  subject.  In 
determining  the  final  grade  upon  any  subject  the  average  recita- 
tion grade  and  the  examination  grade  count  each  one-half.  Other 
examinations  may  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  professor  in  charge 
may  determine.  Should  students  desire  examination  at  another 
time  than  that  of  a  regular  examination,  or  that  appointed  by  the 
professor  in  charge,  it  may  be  obtained  by  the  consent  of  the  pro- 
fessor in   charge  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar. 


Residence  at  Ladies9  Halt. 

Young  ladies  who  are  absent  from  their  homes  will  be  requir- 
ed to  board  in  the  Hall  unless  excused  on  the  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  This  request  must  be  presented  to  the  President  of 
the  College  in  writing.  Young  lady  students  will  be  permitted  to 
board  or  room  only  in  approved  private  homes,  and  those  so  do- 
ing will  be  subject  to  substantially  the  same  rules  as  those  board- 
ing in  the  Ladies'  Hall. 

Only  such  regulations  are  adopted  for  the  Hall  as  are  deemed 
necessary  to  surround  young  ladies    with    good    influences    and   as 
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pure  a  moral  atmosphere  as  their  parents'  homes  would  supply. 
A  matron  of  large  experience  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Hall  whose 
Christian  sympathy  will  greatly  aid  young  ladies  in  meeting  the 
difficulties  of  college  life. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  college  is  paternal.  Good  behavior  and 
earnest  application  to  study  are  considered  necessary  on  the  part 
of  all  connected  with  the  institution.  No  published  rules  are  fur- 
nished, but  students  are  expected  to  comply  with  all  regulations 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Faculty.  The  President  is  the  execu- 
tor of  the  Faculty  to  enforce  these  regulations.  Reports  will  be 
sent  to  parents  or  guardians  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

Th©  College  Year. 

Until  a  few  years  ago  the  college  year  consisted  of  forty 
weeks,  divided  into  two  semesters  of  twenty  weeks,  and  each  of 
these  subdivided  into  two  terms  of  ten  weeks.  In  order  to  co- 
ordinate more  closely  with  the  State  University  and  with  other  de- 
nominational colleges  of  the  state,  the  system  adopted  by  these 
institutions  has  been  accepted.  In  order  to  adapt  our  work  to 
this  system,  the  college  year  has  been  reduced  to  thirty-seven  weeks 
divided  into  semesters.  The  first  semester  has  eighteen  weeks  and 
the  second  has  eighteen  weeks  for  class  work  and  commencement 
week,  or  nineteen  in  all. 

College  Credits. 

In  the  new  system,  all  recitations  will  be  one  hour  in  length, 
both  in  the  preparatory  and  in  the  college  proper.  A  "unit"  in  the 
preparatory  department  is  a  recitation,  an  hour  long,  four  times  a 
week,  throughout  the  entire  year.  Fifteen  such  units  are  requir- 
ed for  graduation  in  this  department,  though  a  student  may  en- 
ter the  Freshman  class  conditionally  with  but  thirteen  such  units. 
In  the  college  department,  the  "unit"  is  five  recitations  per  week, 
an  hour  long  for  eighteen  weeks  or  one  semester.  For  gradua- 
tion with  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  twenty-four  such  units  are  required. 
These   twenty-four  units   are  equal  to  one  hundred  twenty  hours.

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Entrance  to  the  Freshman  class  may  be  obtained  either  by  ex- 
amination or  by  certificate  of  graduation  from  one  of  the  accred- 
ited High  Schools  of  the  state,  or  by  completing  the  Preparatory 
course  of  the  college. 

Students  desiring  admission  by  examination  should  present 
themselves  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  college  in  Sep- 
tember, or  at  the  opening  of  any  of  the  other  terms. 

A  certificate  of  satisfactory  work  done  in  any  of  the  accred- 
ited High  Schools  of  the  state  entitles  the  student  to  entrance 
credit  in  the  subjects  covered.  Instead  of  presenting  a  diploma  the 
student  sohuld  present  a  statement  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
school,  showing  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  done  satisfactory 
work.  No  entrance  credit  can  be  filed  with  the  registrar  until 
this  is  done. 

Unit  Defined. 

Preparatory  work  in  the  college  or  in  an  accredited  High 
School  is  estimated  in  terms  of  the  "entrance  unit."  A  subject  (as 
Latin,  for  instance)  running  one  year  of  thirty-five  weeks,  five  re- 
citations per  week,  with  at  least  forty  minutes  for  each  recitation, 
or  four  recitations  per  week  of  one  hour  each,  constitutes  one  en- 
trance unit.  In  computing  entrance  units,  the  laboratory  period 
should   be   twice   the   length   of   a   recitation   period. 

Conditional   and    Unconditional    Entrance. 

For  unconditional  admission  to  the  college,  fifteen  units  are  re- 
quired. Students  may  enter  college  conditionally  with  a  tempor- 
ary deficiency  of  not  more  than  two  units.  This  applies  only  to 
candidates  from  High  Schools  with  a  shortage  in  their  credits.  It 
does  not  apply  to  students  from  the  preparatory  department. 
Entrance  conditions  must  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible,  and  in 
all  cases  before  the  Junior  year.  Only  as  a  special  student  can 
any  one  be  permitted  to  take  college  work  who  lacks  more  than 
two  units. 

Those  completing  the  Preparatory  Course  of  Cooper  College 
will  have  the  following  units  to  their  credit:  Latin  4,  English  3, 
Mathematics  3,  German  or  Greek  1,  Physical  Science  2,  Biological 
Science  2,  History  1,  Bible  1. 
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SUBJECTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

The  subjects  from  which  entrance  work  may  be  offered,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  units,  are  arranged  in  seven  groups,  as 
follows:  for  unconditional  entrance,  a  total  of  fifteen  units  must 
be  offered. 

Group  I. — English 

English,  four  units.  Three  units  are  required. 

Group  II. — Mathematics. 

Elementary  Algebra,  one  and  one-half  units.  Plan©  Geometry, 
one  unit;  Solid  Geometry,  one-half  unit;  Plane  Trigonometry,  one- 
half  unit;  Advanced  Algebra,  one-half  unit.  The  Elementary  Alge- 
bra and  Plane  Geometry  are  required. 

Group    III. — Foreign    Language.  i 

Latin,  four  units;  Greek,  three  units;  German,  three  units; 
French,  three"  units.  Of  these,  three  units  are  required,  which 
must  be  in  Latin  or  German. 

Group     IV. — Physical     Sciences. 

Physical  Geography,  one  unit  or  one-half  unit;  Physics,  one 
unit;    Chemistry,   one   unit.     One   unit   is   required. 

Group    V. — Biological    Sciences. 

Botany,  one  unit;  Zoology,  one  unit;  Physiology,  one  unit.  One 
unit  is  required. 

Group     VI. — History. 

Greek  and  Roman,  one  unit;  Mediaeval  and  Modern,  one  unit; 
English,  one  unit;  American,  one  unit;  Economics,  one  unit;  Civ- 
ics one-half  unit.     One  unit  is  required. 

Group    VII. — Vocational    Subjects. 

Woodwork,  one  unit;  Drawing,  one  unit.  One-half  unit  each 
for  any  of  the  following:  Domestic  Art,  Domestic  Science,  Agricul- 
ture, Bookkeeping,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Geography,  Psy- 
chology,   Methods   and   Management.    One  unit  may  be  offered. 

Of  the  above  fifteen  units,  eleven  and  a-half  are  prescribed  by 
group;  the  remaining  three  and  a-half  units  may  be  chosen  without 
restriction.  These  required  units  are:  three  units  of  English,  three 
of  either  Latin  or  German  (not  a  combination  of  the  two),  two  and 
one-half  units  of  Mathematics;  two  units  of  Science  work  and  one 
of  History;  the  remaining  three  and  one-half  units  may  be  selected 
from  the  seven  groups  without  restriction. 
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The  above  requirements  are  identically  the  same  as  those  re- 
quired for  admission  to  the  State  University.  When  a  student  has 
done  the  work  prescribed  in  the  approved  course  of  study  in  any 
fully  accredited  high  school  in  the  state,  he  can  enter  Cooper  Col- 
lege unconditionally. 

AMOUNT    OF    WORK. 

No  student  in  the  college  may  enroll  for  less  than  14  or  more 
than  18  hours'  work,  but  all  applications  for  enrollment  are  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  Faculty.  Fifteen  hours'  work  is  counted  as  reg- 
ular work,  but  three  additional  hours  may  be  taken  on  approval  of 
Faculty,  if  the  student  secures  a  grade  of  I  in  all  regular  work. 

CLASS   STANDING. 

The  standing  of  students  is  determined  by  totaling  the  number 
of  hours  of  work  to  their  credit. 

REQUIREMENTS     FOR     GRADUATION. 

Amount  of  Work. 

To  secure  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  the  student  must 
complete  120  hours.  Laboratory  periods  are  double  the  length  of 
recitation  periods.  Eight  hours'  work  in  music,  elocution  or  draw- 
ing may  be  credited  on  the  course,  if  the  work  is  of  college  grade; 
but  all  work  so  credited  must  be  done  in  the  departments  of 
this  college. 

During  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  sixty  hours'  work 
must  be  completed.  Five  hours'  work  is  called  a  college  unit.  Thir- 
ty units  are  required  by  group  in  the  preparatory  school  and  col- 
lege. Twenty-five  of  these  units  must  be  completed  before  the 
Junior  year. 

Major  Subject. 

The  student  chooses  a  major  in  which  he  must  complete  six 
units  of  college  work.  With  the  consent  of  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment in  which  the  major  was  chosen  he  selects  two  minors  of 
two  units  each. 

If  possible,  the  major  work  should   be   chosen   during   the   Sopho- 
more year.

Total  non-elective  units  are  thirty.  Of  these  eleven  must  be 
preparatory,  and  fifteen  may  be  preparatory. 

In  the  college  required  work  is  either  specified  by  course  or 
by  department.  For  example,  in  Mathematics  College  Algebra  and 
Trigonometry  are  required.  This  completes  the  required  units  in 
that  department  and  any  further  work  is  elective  without  restric- 
tion. On  the  other  hand  the  student  entering  with  three  or  four 
units  of  foreign  language  must  complete  enough  to  make  a  total  of 
six  units.  In  doing  so  he  may  elect  at  pleasure  from  the  depart- 
ments of  Latin,  Greek,   German  or  French.

It  is  required  of  Seniors,  Juniors  and  Sophomores  that  they 
present  orations  in  a  general  public  performance  at  a  time  speci- 
fied by  the  Faculty.  In  lieu  of  these  orations,  original  productions 
rendered  in  officially  recognized  events,  such  as  inter-society  con- 
tests or  intercollegiate  debates  will  be  accepted.  These  orations 
must  be  of  good  literary  finish,  and  must  be  submitted  in  manu- 
script one  week  prior  to  date  of  delivery. 

TEACHERS'    CERTIFICATES    TO    A.  B.    GRADUATES. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  (Laws  of  1899,  chap- 
ter 179,  section  2)  graduates  of  the  A.  B.  course  whose  course 
includes  the  professional  subjects,  may  receive  from  the  State 
Board  of  Education  a  three  years'  certificate.  This  certificate  up- 
on the  fulfillment  of  certain  conditions,  may  be  exchanged  for  a 
life  certificate.  A.  B.  graduates  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  teach- 
er's certificates  must  complete  5  hours'  work  in  addition  to  the 
required  120  hours.

Professor  Horner. 

I.  Four  hours,  one  year.  An  introductory  course  in  general 
zoology.  Laboratory  work,  recitations,  lectures,  reading.  Local 
and  marine  forms  will  be  studied.  Two  laboratory  periods  and  two 
recitation  periods. 

II.  Advanced  course,  Five  hours,  First  semester.  Mammalian 
anatomy  and  osteology.  Study  of  human  skeleton.  Methods  of  in- 
jection and  Of  staining  and  mounting  for  the  microscope.  Zoology 
1  required.  Two  laboratory  periods,  and  three  recitation  periods 
per  week. 

Physiology. 

I.  Five  hours.  Second  semester.  Advanced  course  in  human 
physiology,  laboratory  work  and  recitations.  A  practical  course, 
with  special  emphasis  laid  upon  the  laws  of  hygiene.  Required  of 
all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Three  recita- 
tion    periods,  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Botany. 

I.  Four  hours,  one  year.  An  introductory  course.  Recitations, 
laboratory  work  and  field  excursions.  Morphology,  physiology,  eco- 
logy, histology  and  genealogic  relations  will  be  introduced  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Five  laboratory  periods  and  two  reci- 
tation periods  per  week.  Not  offered  in  1910-11. 

II.  Plant  physiology.  Five  hours,  First  semester.  Two  lab- 
oratory periods  and  three  recitation  periods  per  week.  Not  offer- 
ed in  1910-11. 

ECONOMICS   (see  Political   Science.) 

EDUCATION. 

Miss  Crawley. 

I.  History  of  Education — Five  hours,  First  semester.  The 
work  covers  oriental,  classical,  mediaeval  and  modern  education,  in- 
cluding a  special  study  of  education  in  United  States.  This 
course  should  be  preceded  by  ancient  and  modern  history.  Painter, 
Boone,  and  library. 

II.  School  Law.— Two  hours,  Second  semester.  A  close  study 
is  made  of  the  Kansas  school  system,  its  origin  and  growth,  organi- 
zation  and   maintenance,    merits  and  defects.     The  primary  object 
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is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  Kansas  school  laws.    To  better  understand 
these,  a  comparison  is  made  with  laws  of  other  states. 

III.  School  Management.— Three  hours,  Second  semester.  The 
work  covers  the  ground  as  treated  in  text  books  on  the  subject, 
together  with  a  study  of  present  day  problems  incident  to  school  or- 
ganization and  management.  The  library  has  many  valuable  works 
on  this  subject,  eight  or  ten  of  which  are  practically  covered  en- 
tire.    Dutton  and  reference  readings. 

IV.  Methods.— Three  hours,  Second  semester.  This  course 
moves  within  the  field  of  applied  psychology.  The  nature  and  de- 
velopment of  the  mental  faculties  is  first  studied.  The  foundation 
principles  of  mind  activity  having  been  discovered,  these  are  ap- 
plied to  the  region  of  pedagogics.  The  Herbartian  Philosophy  is 
given  much  attention.  Thorndyke's  is  the  text  but  Smith  and  Mc- 
Murray  are  largely  used. 

V.  Philosophy  of  Education. — Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
Rosenkranz*  Philosophy  of  Education,  and  Harris'  Psychologic 
Foundations  of  Education  are  used  as  texts.  Education  is  consid- 
ered from  the  two-fold  aspect  of  society  and  the  developing  mind 
of  the  child.     Should   be  preceded  by  Psychology.     Open  to  Seniors. 

ELOCUTION.     (See  School  of  Expression.) 

A  limited  amount  of  work  in  Elocution  may  receive  college  cred- 
it,    (See  under  Requirements  for  Graduation.) 

ENGLISH. 

Professor  Matchette. 

'     Preparatory  English  Composition. 

This  will  be  given  through  three  years  of  the  Preparatory 
course.  It  will  be  devoted  to  practice  in  writing,  with  stress  not 
only  upon  spelling,  punctuation,  sentence  structure,  and  paragraph- 
ing, but  will  train  the  pupil  to  give  free  and  spontaneous  expres- 
sion  to  his  observations   and  ideas. 

Text  Books — Lockwood  and  Emerson,  Composition  and  Rhetor- 
ic;   and   Seward  and  Newcomer,  Rhetoric  in  Practice. 

la.  This  course  is  required  for  first  year  students.  First  se- 
mester's work  will  consist  of  a  thorough  review  of  English  Gram- 
mar. Second  semester's  work  will  deal  with  description  and  Nar- 
ration.    Two  hours  a  week. 

lb.  This  course  is  required  for  all  second  year  students.  First 
semester,  study  of  the  Paragraph  and  the  sentence.  Second  se- 
mester, general  study  of  the  Forms  of  Prose  and  of  Poetry.  Two 
hours  a  week. 

lc.     This  course  is  required  of  all  third  year  students.    First  se- 
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mester,   study   of  Rhetorical   Principles  and  Literary  Invention.  Sec- 
ond semester,  Literary  Style.  Two  hours  a  week. 

Preparatory    English    Literature 

This  course  will  be  given  through  three  years  of  the  preparatory 
course.  It  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  give  the  student  not  only  an 
appreciative  understanding  of  the  books  selected  but  also  a  know- 
ledge of  their  place  in  the  history  of  English  Literature. 

Text  Books — Painter,  American  Literature;  Newcomer,  Ameri- 
can  Literature;    Pancoast,  English   Literature. 

2a.  This  course  will  consist  of  a  study  of  American  Literature, 
covering  the  first  and  second  Colonial  Periods,  the  Revolutionary 
Period,  the  first  and  second  National  Periods.  Selections  from  rep- 
resentative writers  will  be  studied,  as  The  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal, 
The  House  of  Seven  Gables,  etc.  Required  of  all  first  year  stu- 
dents.    Two    hours,    both    semesters. 

2b.  This  course  together  with  2c  will  cover  the  history  of  En- 
glish Literature  from  Chaucer  to  Tennyson.  First  semester, 
Chaucer's  Prologue  to  Canterbury  Tales;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of 
Venice.  Second  semester,  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Milton's  L'Alle- 
gro,  II  Penseroso,  Comus,  Lycidas.  Two  hours  a  week,  both  se- 
mesters. 

2c.  This  course  will  cover  the  Period  of  French  Influence  up- 
on English  Literature,  and  the  Modern  English  Period.  First  se- 
mester, Addison's  de  Coverly  Papers;  Pope's  Rape  of  the  Lock; 
Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  Scott's  Ivanhoe.  Second  semester, 
Macaulay's  Essays  on  Milton  and  Addison;  Tennyson's  Idylls  of 
the  King,  and  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner.  Two  hours  a  week, 
both  semesters. 

(The  classics  read  subject  to  change  to  meet  requirements  of 
the    college   Entrance   Examination  Board.) 

College— English  Composition 

III.  Narration.  Instruction  in  theory  and  practice  of  narra- 
tive writing  with  special  stress  upon  rules  of  rhetoric.  Themes 
twice  a  week.  Text  book:  Buck  and  Woodbridge,  Narrative  Writ- 
ing.     Two   hours,    first   semester.    Required  of  Freshmen. 

IV.  Description.  Written  exercises  twice  a  week.  Text  book: 
Seward  and  Newcomer;  and  Grose,  Specimens  of  English  Composi- 
tion.   Two  hours,  second  semester.     Required  of  Freshmen. 

V.  Exposition.  Written  exercises.  Text  book:  Buck  and  Wood- 
bridge,  Expository  Writing.  Two  hours,  First  semester.  Required 
of  Sophomores. 

VI.  Argumentation.     Written  exercises.     Text  book:   Buck,  Ar- 
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gumentative  Writing.     Two  hours,   Second  semester.     Required     of 
Sophomores. 

College — English  Literature. 

VII.  American  Poets.  Students  are  expected  to  possess  works 
of  the  poets — Bryant,  Longfellow,  Lowell,  Whittier,  Emerson,  Poe. 
Two  hours,  First  semester.     Open  to  Freshmen.     Given  1909-10. 

VIII.  General  Study  of  Prose.  A  course  in  which  varieties  of 
prose  style  will  be  studied  with  representative  works  read  from  De 
Foe,  Johnson,  DeQuincy,  Carlyle,  Lowell.  Two  hours,  second  se- 
mester.   Open  to  Freshmen. 

IX.  The  English  Novel.  A  rapid  historical  survey  of  the  origin 
and  development  of  the  English  novel  and  the  critical  discussion 
of  one  novel  each  of  Jane  Austin,  Scott,  Dickens,  Thackeray,  George 
Eliot,  and  Hawthorne.  Two  hours,  both  semesters.  Open  to  Soph- 
omores. 

X.  17th  and  18th  Century  Literature.  (from  1660  to  1798) 
Lectures.  Weekly  reports  from  students.  First  semester.  Age 
of  Dryden  and  Age  of  Pope.  Second  semester,  Age  of  Johnson,  and 
early  romantic  revival.  Three  hours,  both  semesters.  Required  of 
Juniors.     Open  to  Sophomores.    Given  1909-10. 

XL  Victorian  Prose.  A  thorough  study  of  Carlyle,  Newman, 
Ruskin,  Arnold  and  Pater,  with  reference  to  both  substance  and 
style.  Three  hours,  First  semester.  Open  to  those  who  have  had 
course  VIII. 

XII.  19th  Century  Literature,  (from  1798  to  1832.)  Age  of 
Byron,  Scott,  Coleridge,  Wordsworth.  Three  hours,  Second  semes- 
ter.   Open  to  Juniors. 

XIII.  Victorian  Poets.  Lectures.  Class  discussions.  Weekly 
reports  from  students.  First  semester,  Tennyson.  Second  semester, 
Arnold,  Rossetti,  Swinburne.  Two  hours,  both  semesters.  Open  to 
Juniors     and     Seniors.     Given  1909-10. 

XIV.  Browning.  The  course  is  devoted  to  a  careful  study  of 
the  poet's  most  important  poems.  Three  hours,  First  semester. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Given  1909-10. 

XV.  Milton:  Paradise  Lost.  Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

XVI.  Shakespeare.  At  least  six  plays  will  be  studied.  Lec- 
tures. Weekly  reports  from  students.  Three  hours,  both  semester. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

XVII.  Elizabethan  Dramatists.  Plays  of  Marlowe,  Johnson, 
Beaumont  and  Fletcher,  Middleton,  Massinger,  Webster,  Ford,  Dek- 
ker,  and  Heywood  are  read.  Three  hours,  Second  semester.  Fol- 
lows course  XIV.     Given  1909-10. 
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XVIII.  Anglo-Saxon,  Grammar  and  translations  in  Bright's 
Anglo-Saxon  Reader.  First  semester.  Beowulf.  Second  semes- 
ter.    Three  hours.     Open  to  Seniors  only. 

For  1910-1911,  besides  Freshman  and  Sophomore  work,  Courses 
11,  12,  13  and  16  will  be  given. 

FINE  ARTS.  (See  Art  Department) 

Advanced  courses  in  the  Fine  Arts  may  receive  College  credit 
not  to  exceed  8  hours. 

FRENCH. 

Professor 

I.     Elementary    French.    Three  hours,  both  semesters. 
More  advanced  courses  in  both  reading  and  conversation  will  be 
given   if  there  is  demand   for  them. 

GERMAN. 
Professor  Dill. 

The  German  department  has  for  its  aim  a  practical  and 
thorough  study  of  the  German  language.  The  conversational  work 
is  made  as  practical  as  possible,  laying  special  drill  upon  the  vo- 
cabulary of  every  day  use.  The  literature  chosen  is  the  best  the 
language  affords  and  in  addition  to  the  translation  the  works  ara 
studied  from  a  literary  standpoint.  Biographical  sketches  of  the 
authors  studied  are  required. 

A  German  club  has  been  organized  which  gives  the  students 
an  opportunity  for  the  practical  use  of  the  language.  All  German 
students  of  second,  third  and  fourth  year  work  are  eligible  to  this 
club;    also   students   of  the   first  year,  after  the  First  semester. 

I.  Four  hours,  First  semester.  Otis-Carruth  Grammar  as  text, 
supplemented  by  others  in  classroom.  Readers,  "Gluck  Auf,"  Car- 
ruth's  Reader. 

Four  hours,  Second  semester.  Grammar  and  Readers  finished, 
also  Storm's  Immensee  and  one  or  two  ballads.  In  addition  to  texts 
special  attention  is  paid  to  grammatical  construction,  enlarged  vo- 
cabulary  and   memory   passages.     German  script  is  required. 

II.  Five  hours,  First  semester.  Advanced  prose  composition; 
sight  reading,  and  conversation  supplement  the  Readers  "Wil- 
liam Tell"  and  part  of  "Maria  Stuart." 

III.  Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Schiller's  Wallensteiji  with 
the   supplementary  work  of  the  First  semester  continued. 

This  year  is  a  study  of  Schiller  and  his  rank  as  a  man  of  let- 
ters. 

IV.  Five  hours,  First  semester.     "Heine's  Poems"  for  advanc- 
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ed  readers.     "Minna  von  Barnhelm"   work  in   German   club   requir- 
ed. 

V.  Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Goethe's  "Faust,"  or  "Her- 
man and  Dorothea"  with  supplementary  work.     Memory  work. 

VI.  &  VII.  Advanced  German.  Four  hours.  The  work  in 
this  class  is  subject  to  change  each  year  according  to  the  need 
and  ability  of  each  class  as  it  takes  up  the  work.  Heretofore  the 
short  story   (German)    has   been  studied. 

GREEK.     (Language  and  Literature.) 
Professor  Wilson. 

In  the  study  of  the  Greek  it  is  the  first  purpose  to  secure  a 
good  foundation  in  the  grammatical  principles  of  the  language.  Af- 
terwards it  will  be  the  aim  so  to  study  the  authors  read  that 
there  shall  be  accuracy  in  the  expression  of  their  thought  and  ap- 
preciation or  their  literary   excellence. 

I.  Beginning  Greek  and  Xenophon's  Anabasis.  Book  I. — Care- 
ful attention  is  given  to  paradigm  and  conjugations  and  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  syntax;  the  pronunciation  and  translation  of 
the  lessons  in  White's  First  Greek  Book  and  Book  1  of  the  Ana- 
basis. Four  hours,  First  and  second  semesters.  Preparatory  course, 
but  students  entering  Freshman  class  without  conditions  will  be 
given  college  credits  on  this  course. 

II.  Xenophon's  Anabasis.  Books  II-IV.- — The  essential  points 
of  inflection  and  syntax  reviewed.  Five  hours,  First  semester. 
Freshman  or  Sophomore  years. 

III.  Homer's  Iliad.  Books  I  -  IV.— Translation,  together  with 
some  study  of  Mythology,  Greek  Archaeology  and  the  structure  ol 
Epic  poetry.  Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Freshman  or  Sopho- 
more year. 

IV.  Memorabilia.  Books  I-IV. — Study  of  the  life  and  times  of 
Socrates  and  the  principles  of  his  philosophy.  Five  hours,  First  se- 
mester.    Sophomore  or  Junior. 

V.  Greek  Testament.— One  of  the  Gospels  is  read  and  such 
of  the  Epistles  as  time  allows.  Three  hours,  Second  semester.  Sopho- 
more or  Junior. 

Courses  I-V  are  required  of  students  who  choose  Greek  as  their 
major  study.     The  following  elective  courses  are  offered: 

VI.  Demosthenes,  DeCorona. — Greek  Orators  and  Oratory,  The 
Courts  of  Law,  Thesis.     Five  hours,  First  semester. 

VII.  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito.— some  study  of  the  thought  and 
wheories   of  the   Greek  Philosophers. 

VIII.  Aeschylus,  Prometheus  Bound.— Study  of  Grecian  Dramat- 
ic Art.     Three  hours,  First  semester. 
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IX.  Aristophanes,  Clouds. — Study  of  Greek  Comedy.  Three 
hours,  Second  semester. 

HISTORY. 
Professor  Gray. 

I.  Greek  and  Roman  History. — Four  hours  throughout  the 
year.  Preceded  by  a  preliminary  study  of  the  oriental  nations.  Mor- 
ey's  text  is  used  with  library  reading  and  map  drawing.  Open  to 
preparatory  students., 

II.  European  History. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  History  of 
Europe  from  fall  of  Rome  to  the  present.  Leading  events  will  be 
grouped  around  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  German  Migrations, 
Feudalism,  the  Church,  Renaissance,  Reformation,  French  Revolu- 
tion, and  the  rise  of  Modern  Nations.  Robinson's  Readings  in  Euro- 
pean History.     Open  to  all  college  students. 

III.  English  History. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Cheyney's 
text  is  used  with  library  reading  and  map  study.  Special  empha- 
sis is  placed  on  the  political  and  constitutional  phase.  Open  to 
all  college  students. 

IV.  American  Political  History. — Five  hours,  Second  semester. 
Johnson's  American  Political  History,  covering  period  1763-1876,  is 
used  as  a  basis  for  the  work  with  collateral  reading.  The  library 
has  a  choice  selection  of  both  source  and  secondary  works  in  Ame- 
rican History.  Open  to  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  of  the  college. 
Others  may  be  admitted,  if  they  are  mature  students  and  have 
had   the  other   courses   in  history. 

LATIN.      Language    and    Literature. 
Professor  Wilson. 
Assistant  Miss  Brown. 

The  Latin  courses  are  intended  to  give  exercise  in  the  stu- 
dy of  the  different  styles  of  literature  at  the  period  of  highest  de- 
velopment of  the  language  and  to  show  the  indebtedness  of  the 
English  language  and  life  to  the  Latin.

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4.  Virgil.— Four  hours,  First  and  Second  semester.  First  six 
books  of  the  Aeneid.     Study  of  mythology  and  Latin  prosody. 

V.  Livy. — Three  hours,  First  semester.     Books  XXI  and  XXII. 

VI.  Horace. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Odes  and  Satires. 
Roman  life  and  thought  as  indicated  by  the  poems.  The  Augus- 
tan age.

MATHEMATICS

The  work 
begins  with  a  review  of  exponents,  and  quadratic  equations  follow- 
ed by  a  careful  study  of  graphical  representation,  logarithms,  permu- 
tations, combinations,  partial  fractions,  theory  of  equations,  deter- 
minants.    Required   of   all   candidates   for   degree. 

V.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trignometry. — Five  hours,  Second  sem- 
ester. The  definition  of  functions  as  ratios;  circular  measure  of 
angles;  proof  of  principal  formulas;  theory  and  use  of  logarithms; 
solution  of  triangles,  trigonometric  equations,  and  practical  prob- 
lems.    Text  Book,   Granville.     Required  of  all  candidates  for  degree. 

VI.  Analytic  Geometry. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  The 
course  includes  work  in  plane  and  solid  analytic  geometry  as  out- 
lined in  Fine  and  Thompson's  Coordinate  Geometry. 

VII.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. — Five  hours,  Second 
semester.  Differentiation,  development  of  rules  for  differentiating 
standard  elementary  forms,  simple  applications  of  the  derivative, 
successive  differentiation,  maxima  and  minima,  points  of  inflection, 
differentials,  rates,  integration,  definite  integrals,  successive  inte- 
gration.    Text  book,   Granville. 

VIII.  Calculus. — Three  hours,  one  semester.  A  continuation  of 
course  VII.     Intended  for  those  who  desire  more  skill  in  the  appli- 
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cations  of  the  calculus  than  can  be  acquired  in  completing  course 
VII.  Texta  book,  Granville.  Given  if  called  for  by  a  sufficient 
number  of  students. 

IX.  Differential  Equations.  Three  hours,  one  semester.  This. 
is  an  elementary  course  and  will  be  given  if  there  is  sufficient  de- 
mand for  it. 

X.  Spherical  and  Practical  Astronomy.  Two  hours.  Prerequi- 
site,  course  V.     By  appointment. 

PHILOSOPHY. 

Professor  McCreary. 

I.  Elements  of  Psychology. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  This 
course  is  designed  to  explain  elementary  problems  of  mental  phe- 
nomena. It  is  expected  to  be  of  special  value  to  those  who  expect 
to  go  on  with  courses  in  philosophy  and  also  for  students  of  phy- 
siology. Consciousness,  thought,  reason,  attention  and  intuition 
are  investigated.     Required  of  all  Seniors. 

II.  Ethics. — Three  hours,  Second  semester.  This  course  will 
include  a  review  of  Greek  and  early  Christian  ethical  theories. 
Then  a  brief  survey  of  modern  conceptions  of  life.  The  program  in- 
cludes a  study  of  the  following  subjects:  emotions,  conscience, 
will,  highest  good,  egoism  and  altruism,  virtue,  character,  justice 
and  right.    Required  of  all  candidates  for  Bachelor's  degree. 

III.  Logic — Three  hours,  First  semester.  The  design  is  to  enable 
students  to  understand  all  the  more  general  forms  of  reasoning. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors..  Required  of  candidates  for  Bachelor's 
degree. 

IV.  History  of  Philosophy. — Three  hours,  Second  semester.  This 
course  opens  with  study  of  Greek  thinkers  and  reviews  movements 
of  thought  through  the  modern  school  of  philosophy.  Open  to  Se- 
niors. 

PHYSICAL  SCIENCE 

Professor  Horner.

Chemistry. 

I.  General  Chemistry. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  Lectures, 
recitations  and  laboratory  work.  A  study  of  the  history  and  prop- 
erties of  chemical  elements  and  their  important  compounds.  Three 
recitation  periods  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Requir- 
ed  of  Freshmen   and   Sophomores. 

II.  Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry. — Five  hours,  Second  se- 
mester. A  study  of  the  general  laws  of  chemistry  as  related  to 
the  non-metallic  elements.  Three  recitation  periods  and  two  labor- 
atory periods  per  week. 
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III.  Qualitative  Analysis — Five  hours,  First  semester.  A  study  of 
the  metals  with  an  introduction  to  methods  used  in  tha  detection 
and  separation  of  inorganic  bases  and  acids.  Four  laboratory  pe- 
riods  and   one  recitation  period  per  week. 

IV.  Qualitative  Analysis. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  A 
continuation  of  Course  III.  The  analysis  of  a  given  number  of  "un- 
knowns" will  be  required. 

V.  Quantitative  Analysis. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory  work.     Volumetric  methods. 

VI.  Quantitative  Analysis.. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory  work.   Gravimetric  methods. 

Physics. 

1.  Four  hours,  one  year.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work  covering  the  principles,  phenomena  and  elementary  theory 
in  Mechanics,  Heat,  Electricity,  Sound  and  Light.

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THE  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT 


The  Preparatory  Department,  from  the  first,  has  had  a  jus- 
tifiable existence,  in  view  of  the  lack  of  secondary  school  privi- 
leges of  many  of  our  students.  The  advantages  offered  are  two- 
fold: A  preparation  for  a  collegiate  course,  and  thorough  training 
in  academic  branches. 

The  Instruction  is  given  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the 
regular  college  classes,  affording  a  marked  advantage  to  under- 
class students.  The  privileges  of  the  Preparatory  students  are 
the  same   as   those  of  the   college. 

For  Admission  to  this  department  elementary  knowledge  of 
English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  United  States  History  and  Geog- 
raphy is  required.  For  advanced  standing  the  applicant  must  show 
ability  to  enter  the  studies  proposed.  Cretificates  from  public 
school  or  high  school  may  be  received  as  credits  on  approval. 

Students  in  the  preparatory  school  regularly  carry  seventeen 
hours,  recitation  work  per  week  for  the  four  years.  A  year's  work 
in  one  course,  four  hours  per  week,  is  counted  as  one  unit.  On  the 
completion  of  the  Preparatory  Course,  students  are  granted  a  cer- 
tificate which  admits  to  the  Freshman  class  of  the  College  of  Lib- 
eral Arts.

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NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 


The  Normal  Department  is  designed  to  give  a  thorough  pre- 
paration for  teaching,  and  to  meet  the  demands  for  competent 
and  professionally  trained  teachers.  Normal  students  receive  the 
same  careful  attention,  and  enjoy  the  same  privileges  accorded  stu- 
dents of  the  other  departments.  Stress  is  laid  upon  mastery  of 
the   common   school   branches,  and  upon  thoroughness. 

History  of  Education,  Philosophy  of  Education,  School  Law, 
School  Management  and  Methods  of  Instruction  are  given  special 
attention  in  the  Normal  Courses.  Besides  these  subjects,  courses 
in  Elementary  Pedagogy  and  School  Supervision  contribute  to  the 
students'  professional  training.  Each  student  of  this  department 
during  his  third  or  fourth  year  is  required  to  devote  at  least  18 
weeks  to  practice  teaching  and  criticism  under  the  direct  super- 
vision  of  the   regular  professor,  or  the  professor  of  pedagogy. 

The  Normal  Course  is  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  leads  to  the  State  Certificate.  It  provides  careful  in- 
struction in  both  the  Academic  and  Professional  subjects.  The 
course  covers  a  period  of  five  years.  In  this  course  is  brought  to- 
gether all  that  bears  upon  Pedagogy,  from  the  History  of  Educa- 
tion, from  Psychology,  from  the  principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and 
from  a  comparative  study  of  systems  of  education.  This  knowl- 
edge is  united  into)  a  body  of  pedagogical  doctrine  and  its  applica- 
tion to  education  and  instruction  pointed  out.  The  course  is  espe- 
cially arranged  with  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  average  teach- 
er, or  one  preparmg  to  teach  in  the  public  schools. 

Entrance  Requirements 

Entrance  requirements  are  as  follows:  Those  entering  to  pur- 
sue regular  work  must  present  certificates  of  graduation  from 
common  schools,  teacher's  third  grade  certificate,  or  take  an  en- 
trance examination. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  in  this  department  must 
take  an  examination  in  those  subjects  for  which  credit  is  desired,  or 
present  official  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  such 
subjects  in  an  accredited  High  School.  Passing  grades  in  the 
Normal  Department  must  be  eighty  per  centum,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  in  Spelling  they  must  be  ninety  per  centum. 
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Time  of  Admission. 

Students  can  enter  at  the  beginning  of  any  term,  and  will  us 
ually  find  classes  suited  to  their  advancement.  To  meet  the  needs 
of  teachers  and  those  preparing  to  teach,  classes  in  the  common 
branches  are  taught  during  the  entire  year.  All  can  thus  be  ac- 
commodated, as  subjects  offered  during  the  first  part  of  the  year 
are  repeated  in  the  last  half  of  second  semester. 

The  Educational  Library  is  quite  complete,  containing  most  of 
the  standard  works  upon  education.  Several  educational  period- 
icals are  upon  the  reading  tables. 

State   Certificates. 

Under  the  law  of  1893  graduates  from  the  Normal  Course  re- 
ceive a  three  years'  certificate  to  teach  in  any  of  the  schools  of 
the  state.  This  certificate  becomes  a  life  certificate,  if  the  hold- 
er teaches  two  out  of  the  thr  e  years  to  which  his  certificate  en 
titles  him.  The  State  Board  of  Education  requires  an  examination 
in  the  five  professional  branches  only.  Prospective  teachers  should 
not  overlook  the  opportunity  of  thus  securing  a  life  certificate. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  Department  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education  under  the  Law  of  1899, 
so  that  Cooper  students  will  get  all  the  benefits  of  that  law. 

Graduation  and  Diploma.— Students  who  satisfactorily  complete 
the  Normal  Course  participate  in  the  regular  graduation  exercis- 
es with  graduates  of  the  college  classes;  and  are  presented  with 
the  Normal  Diploma  of  the  college. 

Teachers*   Professional   Subjects. 

Psychology.— Five  hours,  first  semester.  Thorough  advanced 
course  based  on  Porter's  Elements  of  Intellectual  Science  and 
James'  Psychology. 

Philosophy  of  Education— Three  hours,  Second  semester.  Bas- 
ed on  Rosenkranz  text,  a  careful  study  of  the  principles  underly- 
ing the  science  and  art  of  teaching;  the  nature,  form  and  limita- 
tion of  education;  the  principles  governing  physical,  intellectual 
and  moral  education  and  their  practical  application  to  the  various 
stages  of  the  child's  development.    Psychology  is  prerequisite. 

History  of  Education.— Five  hours,  First  semester.  Text  used, 
Painter  and  Boone;  library  readings  required;  survey  of  education- 
al systems  of  both  ancient  and  modern  nations;  typical  movements 
in  education;  the  great  educators,  development,  purposes  and  ideals 
of  different  systems,  and  their   realization   in   school   organization 
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and    methods;  the    educational  history  of  the  United  States;   mod- 
ern tendencies. 

School  Law  or  Educational  Civics. — Two  hours,  First  semester. 
The  provisions  of  Kansas  law  relating  to  school  maintenance,  super- 
vision, organization  and  administration.  Comparison  with  laws  of 
other  states;  national  aid;  special  state  and  city  systems;  library 
readings.  ; 

School  Management.— Two  and  one-half  hours,  First  half,  Second 
semester.  The  problems  of  public  schools,  organization,  program, 
grading,  promotions,  examinations,  class  management,  discipline,  in- 
centives, employments,  co-operations,  qualifications  and  duties  of  the 
teachers,  school  boards  and  duties,  buildings  and  their  equipment, 
school  hygiene,  moral  training,  loose  and  close  supervision.  Libra- 
ry readings,   and   Dutton's   Management. 

General  Method. —  Two  and  one-half  hours,  First  half  of  Second 
semester.  Library  readings;  theory  of  recitation;  the  formal  steps 
in  instruction,  preparation  (analysis),  presentation  (synthesis),  com- 
parison (association,  abstraction)  generalization  (system,  definition), 
application;  the  law  of  instruction,  induction,  apperception,  aim, 
self-activity,  interest,  correlation.  How  to  correlate  the  arts  of 
study,  learning  and  teaching. 

Elementary  Pedagogy.— One-half  of  one  semester.  An  outline 
of  the  powers  and  activities  of  the  mind;  the  underlying  principles 
and  methods  of  teaching;  study  of  the  most  approved  methods  of 
instruction  in  the  common  branches. 

Teaching  and  Criticism. — Teaching  and  Criticism  consist  of 
methods  of  planning  and  presenting  lessons  in  all  the  common 
branches.  Model  lessons  presented  by  the  teacher  and  also  by  each 
member  of  the  class.  This  is  required  of  all  State  Certificate  stu- 
dents, whether  in  Normal  or  College  Department.

Music  study  is  many  sided.  To  make  it  truly  educative  it 
must  be  pursued  from  both  theoretical  and  practical  standpoints. 
Its  study  includes  not  only  technical  training  but  intellectual  and 
emotional  development  as  well. 

The  present  age  demands  of  a  musician  that  he  be  broad  mind- 
ed, intelligent,  and  artistic.  The  serious  study  of  the  art  has  taken 
an  honored  place  in  the  curriculum  of  every  school,  academy,  and 
college.  Recognizing  this,  our  Conservatory  of  Music  is  organized 
with  the  view  of  giving  each  student  thorough  knowledge  of  music 
and  surrounding  him  with  the  refining  and  ennobling  influence  that 
flows  from  such  a  center. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  management  to  graduate  from  this 
school  artistic  performers  and  competent  teachers. 

The  work  of  the  Conservatory  is  divided  into  departments,  each 
course  laid  out  in  broad  lines.  The  instructors  bring  to  the  work 
thorough  education,  successful  experience  as  teachers  and  an  en- 
thusiasm that  should  find  responses  in  the  heart  of  every  student 
and   friend   of   Cooper   College. 
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VOICE. 

The  regular  course  of  study  is  divided  into  two  classes: 

1.  Preparatory  Class. 

2.  Collegiate  Class. 

Pupils  who  do  not  wish  to  take  any  specified  course  are  not 
required  to  do  so.  They  may  take  private  lessons  and  receive  as 
careful  attention  as  those  pursuing  the  regular  course. 

I.  Preparatory 

Exercises  dictated  by  the  teacher.  Randegger,  Vaccai,  Con- 
cone's  30  exercises,  Marchesi's  Elementary  Exercises  Op.  I.  Suit- 
able songs  will  be  used,     also  Elementary  Music. 

Sight  reading. 

German. 

II.  Collegiate. 

First  Year.— Sieber's  60  Exercises  in  phrasing,  Lutgen,  Spick- 
er's  Masterpieces  of  Vocalization,  Book  1,  Vaccafs  Method  of  Ital- 
ian Singing,  English  and  Italian  Songs,  Harmony,  Musical  History, 
German  and  French. 

Must  be  able  to  play  simple  accompaniments  on  the  piano 
and  read  vocal  music  at  sight. 

Second  Year.— Spicker's  Masterpieces  of  Vocalization,  Marchesi 
Op.  3,  Lamperti's  Vocaleses,  English,  German,  French  and  Italian 
Songs.     Pedagogy,  Musical  Literature,  chorus  and  choir  directing. 

Must  be  able  to  play  accompaniments  well  and  have  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  best  music  of  the  day. 

Third  Year.— Spicker,  Marchesi,  Viadot,  Lamperti.  Operatic  and 
Oratorio     selections,  and  classical  songs. 

Graduation  Recital. 

In  addition  to  the  required  work  in  vocal,  students  expecting  to 
graduate  must  have  credit  in  Composition  and  Literature,  and  His- 
tory, amounting  to  one  preparatory  unit  each.  The  purpose  of 
this  is  to  insure  some  degree  of  literary  culture,  as  well  as  musi- 
cal ability. 

Pupils  are  required  to  take  work  in  Choral  Union. 

Pupils  are  required  to  attend  the  lectures  and  recitals  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  first  and  third   Tuesdays  of  each  month. 

Pupils  and  parents  will  receive  reports  at  the  end  of  each 
term  showing  attendance,  practice  and  improvement. 

Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  will  not  be  accepted  for 
less  than  nine  weeks.  Tuition  is  payable  strictly  in  advance  for 
each  term. 
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Lessons  lost  by  absence  of  the  pupil,  will  not  be  made  up,  un- 
less in  case  of  protracted  illness. 

PIANO. 

The  piano  course  consists  of  a  preparatory  course,  and  a  col- 
legiate course  requiring  four  years  for  the  average  student. 

Appended  is  a  specimen  course  founded  in  the  Etude  System 
together  with  which  will  be  taught  concert  and  salon  pieces  and 
works  of  the  Masters  throughout  the  entire  course. 

Preparatory. 

Technical  exercises  at  table  and  piano  for  hand  position,  fin- 
ger and  wrist  development.  Special  attention  to  variety  of  touch, 
major  and  minor  scales,  chords,  and  arpeggios.  Studies  by  Koh- 
ler,  Tapper,  Czerny,  and  Loeschorn.  Pieces  selected  with  the 
view  of  creating  a  taste  for  good  style,  and  drawing  out  the  stu- 
dent's power  of  interpretation. 

Collegiate. 

Technical  work  by  Pischna,  Joseffy,  and  Tausig.  Major  and 
Minor  scales,  dominant  and  diminished  7th,  all  forms  of  arpeggios, 
movements  embodying  all  kinds  of  touches.  Studies  and  Etudes 
selected  from  Bertini,  Heller  (Phrasing),  Krause  (Trill),  Berens 
(Velocity.)  Bach,  two  and  three  part  Inventions  and  English 
Suites,  Cramer,  Clementi  (Gradus  ad  Parnassum),  Chopin,  (Etu- 
des). Selections  from  the  best  modern  writers  and  the  classics 
throughout  the  entire  course. 

Pupils  must  have  studied  and  be  able  to  render  in  a  creditable 
manner,  the  following  compositions  before  entering  the  graduating 
year:  one  Haydn  Sonata,  one  Mozart  Sonata,  two  Beethoven  So- 
natas, two  waltzes,  one  Nocturne,  one  Polonaise,  one  Etude  from 
Chopin,   two    compositions   by  Schubert,  two  by  Schumann. 

The  completion  of  Heacox  and  Lehmann's  Harmony,  Leh- 
mann's Counterpoint,  Fillmore's  History  of  Music,  attendance  upon 
all  the  student  recitals  and  the  giving  of  a  public  recital  are  re- 
quired for  graduation. 

HARMONY. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  keys,  scales,  signatures,  intervals, 
triads,  chord  connection,  chords  of  all  kind,  including  altered  and 
augmented,  suspensions,  passing  chords,  melodic  changes  and  or- 
gan point  will  be  required.  The  harmonizing  of  melodies,  and  chor- 
als. The  playing  of  modulations  of  many  kinds  through  all  keys. 
Text,  Heacox  and  Lehmann's.  Piano  students  are  required  to  stu- 
dy one   semester  of  Lehmann's  Counterpoint. 
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HISTORY. 

The  general  history  of  music  showing  its  growth  and  develop- 
ment. Early  Christian  Music,  Polyphonic  Music,  Monophonic  Music, 
the  rise  of  Instrumental  Music  in  the  classic  form,  the  Opera, 
the  Oratorio,  Romantic  Music.  These  lessons  are  given  in  the  form 
of  lectures  and  lessons  from  text  books  with  outside  reading. 

NORMAL    MUSIC. 

Two  hours  per  week. — This  course  presupposes  no  previous 
knowledge  of  music.  It  will  include  vocal  sight  reading,  some 
voice  culture,  the  proper  care  of  the  child's  voice,  elements  of  mu- 
sic,  and  supplementary  music  for  the  grades  and  high  school. 

CHORAL    UNION. 

This  society,  while  having  its  own  officers  and  conducting  its 
own  affairs,  is  affiliated  with  the  College  and  offers  students,  at  a 
merely  nominal  fee,  the  advantages  of  first  class  chorus  drill.  Con- 
certs of  the  highest  grade  will  be  given  each  year  by  the  society, 

RECITALS,   LECTURES,   ETC. 

At  frequent  intervals  recitals  will  be  given  by  the  members 
of  the  faculty  at  which  an  explanation  of  the1  music  performed  will 
be  given,  thus  enabling  the  student  to  hear  good  music  performed 
in  an  artistic  manner. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  pupils'  recitals  will  be  given  at 
which  students   of  all  grades  are  expected  to  perform. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  a  Term  Recital  will  be  given  at  which 
advanced  pupils  of  the  Conservatory  present  a  program  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

Each  student  is  urged  to  hear  all  the  good  music  possible,  that 
his  musical  tastes  may  reach  the   highest  possible   cultivation. 

GENERAL    INFORMATION. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  are  not  enrolled  for  less 
than  the  term  in  which  they  enter. 

In  order  to  secure  a  diploma  the  student  must  have  finished 
the  prescribed  work,  and  must  have  spent  at  least  one  year  in  this 
institution. 

The  privileges  of  the  Musical  Department  are  not  extended  on 
the  same  grounds  to  holders  of  scholarships  as  are  the  privileges 
of  the  other  departments  of  the  College. 

Students  attending  College  and  desiring  to  take  musical  in- 
struction, are  expected  to  take  lessons  in  this  department.  No 
credits  will  be  given  for  lessons  taken  elsewhere. 
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Pupils  should  report  to  the  President  and  make  their  arrange- 
ments for  entrance  with  him.  No  lessons  will  be  given  until  the 
student  has  been  properly  enrolled. 

MUSIC  ELECTIVES. 

One  year's  study  of  music,  two  lessons  each  week,  will  be  re- 
ceived as  a  credit  of  8  hours,  to  be  applied  on  the  electives  of  any 
college   course   leading  to   graduation. 

The  following  courses  are  open  for  this  purpose: 

1.  Harmony. 

2.  Piano— Second,  Third,  Fourth  Collegiate,  Prerequisites,  pre- 
paratory grade  and  first  year  Collegiate. 

3.  Voice— Any   collegiate  year. 

PREREQUISITE-PREPARATORY. 

Credits  on  electives  will  not  be  given  for  music  taken  else- 
where. In  order  to  obtain  credit  on  music  as  an  elective,  the  stu- 
dent must  have  passing  records  entered  on  the  books  not  only  of 
the  work  on  which  credits  are  desired,  but  also  of  the  work  pre- 
requisite to  this.

Our  schools  and  colleges  are  also  demanding  intelligent  and 
skillful  teachers  of  this  art  of  oral  expression. 

The  design  of  this  school  is  to  enable  the  student  to  use  his 
knowledge  in  the  most  beneficial  way.  A  thorough  course  in  ex- 
pression should  develop  a  high  power  of  concentration,  discrimi- 
nation and  self-possession.  The  body  should  be  graceful,  the  voice 
capable  of  expressing  every  sentiment  of  our  being,  the  face  reveal- 
ing the  earnestness  of  our  purpose. 

The  work  is  strictly  scientific  and  practical  and  the  student  is 
encouraged    to    express  himself  in  accordance    with  natural    laws. 

Two  years  resident  work  is  required  to  complete  the  course  of 
study.
